Oak Ridges Moraine key in saving water system 


Trent River--Next to air, 
clean, fresh, abundant wa- 
ter is the world’s most pre- 
cious commodity, a luxury 
unknown to large sections of 
the world’s population.

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Gray underlined the im- 
portance of saving the Oak 
Ridges Moraine and its un- 
derground water networks 
for future generations in the 
face of a widespread threat 
of urban development. 

“Niagara Falls is probably 
the most effective sewage 
treatment facility in North 
America,” Gray told the del- 
egates. “Given to what our 
civilization has done to our 
water system you might say 
God saw us coming and pre- 
pared for us.” 

“Because of the purity of 
ground water it is advisable 
to protect this resource (the 
Moraine) for the present 
population and the future's 
increased population,” he 
said, noting that the popula- 
tion of Toronto is likely to 
double in 25-30 years.

The Moraine, which ex- 
tends from the Niagara es- 
carpment in the west to Rice 
Lake in the east, somewhere 
between Castleton and 
Morganston, is over 160 
kilometres in length. More 
than 30 rivers that drain into 
Lake Simcoe and Lake On- 
tario have their headwaters 
in the Moraine. Dozens 
more streams, fed by abun- 
dant aquifers, drain the till 
plains north and south. 

The underground aquifers 
provide municipal drinking 
water for more than 10 com- 
munities. 

The comments have been 
made, he noted, that some 
of the best farmland in On- 
tario is now under the city 
and the same is true of aqui- 
fers. 

“In order to 2 aq- 
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uifers, the Moraine must be 
permitted to absorb rainfall,” 
he explained. “It has been 
estimated that in modern 
subdivisions with curbs, 
gutters and storm sewers 
and neatly trimmed lawns, 
over 80 per cent of rainfall 
runs off into streams and 
lakes, taking with it various 
residential pollutants.”

Fibre optic 
cable will 
increase system 
speed, capacity 


Peterborough - The pub- 
lic school board has ap- 
proved plans that will give 
students in all rural and ur- 
ban schools equal access to 
the internet and communica- 
tion technologies for learn- 
ing. The plan will also result 
in improved ability to use the 
technology already available 
through the board. 

Schools wil benefit from 
500-600 kilometres of fibre 
optic cable to be laid where 
it is not already available 
Board-wide, in concert with 
community partners includ- 
ing municipal and provincial 
utilities and private business. 

The plan will “provide all 
of our students and staff 
equity of access to an infor- 
mation world,” says Bob 
Allison, Superintendent of 
Business Services with the 
school board. 

“Schools have reported 
problems with the speed and 
capacity of current sys- 
tems,” Mr. Allison says. 

He says the plan will give 


them “better communica- 
tions abilities, the opportu- 
nity to use our existing com- 
puter hardware and software 
more effectively, and faster 
service. 

“We wil have a network 
that can handle all of our 
current and foreseeable fu- 
ture needs for computer, tel- 
ephone and video communi- 
cations,” Mr. Allison notes. 

He says the cost wil be 
covered out of existing 
budgets. They will also use 
the savings from restructur- 
ing communications-related 
services with community 
partners such as Bell Canada. 

Mr. Allison says they have 
also been invited to provide 
a presentation to the Minis- 
try of Education the “real 
costs of providing technol- 
ogy equitably to all of our 
students at the level expected 
by the Ministry. 

“The Ministry is consid- 
ering the possibility of in- 
creasing funds in this area,” 
Mr. Allison says. 

About 70 per cent of the 
schools throughout the 
Board are expected to be 
connected to the new fibre 
optic cable in one year and 
the remaining schools in 18

Speed skaters 
fly into new 


season 

Ottawa - The Kawartha 
Speed Skating Club was in 
Ottawa last weekend for the 
first of three Ontario Cup 
events. The Ontario Cup 
series is used to determine 
which skaters will qualify to 
represent their respective 
clubs at the Ontario cham- 
pionships next March in 
Kitchener- Waterloo. 

The Kawartha Club 
came away with podium fin- 
ishes in three of the seven 
junior age classes. 

Competing in various age 
classes, the Kawartha 
Quarks were well-repre- 
sented. Aaron Sadlier skated 
in the very competitive Ju- 
venile Men’s class; Scott 
Sadlier, in his first meet, was 
in the Bantam class and Cole 
Sadlier represented the Club 
in the Pee Wee class. 

Aaron seems to have 
picked up where he left off 
last season skating personal 
best times in each of his 
class distances.

Jerry was the kind of guy 
you love to hate. He was al- 
ways in a good mood and 
always had something posi- 
tive to say.

He was a unique manager 
because he had several wait- 
ers who had followed him 
around from restaurant to 
restaurant.

Seeing this style 
really made me curious, so 
one day I went up to Jerry

do you do it?” Jerry replied, 

“Each morning I wake up 

and say to myself, Jerry, you 
have two choices today. 
~ You can choose to be ina 
good mood or you can 
choose to be in a bad mood.’ 
I choose to be in a good 
mood. Each time something 
bad happens, I can choose 
to be a victim or I can 
choose to learn from it. I 
choose to learn from it.

Luckily, Jerry was 
found relatively quickly and 
rushed to the local trauma 
center. After 18 hours of 
surgery and weeks of inten- 
sive care, Jerry was released 
from the hospital with frag- 
ments of the bullets still in 
his body. 

I saw Jerry about six 
months after the accident. 
When I asked him how he 
was, he replied, “If I were 
any better, I'd be twins. 


Wanna see my scars?” 

I declined to see his 
wounds, but did ask him 
what had gone through his 
mind as the robbery took 
place. “The first thing that 
went through my mind was 
that I should have locked the 
back door,” Jerry replied. 
“Then, as I lay on the floor, 
I remembered that I had two 
choices: I could choose to 
live, or I could choose to die. 
I chose to live. “Weren't you 
scared? Did you lose con- 
sciousness?” I asked. Jerry 
continued, “The paramedics 
were great. They kept tell- 
ing me I was going to be fine. 
But when they wheeled me 
into the emergency room and 
I saw the expressions on the 
faces of the doctors and 
nurses, I got really scared. 
In their eyes, I read, ‘He’s a 
dead man. * 

I knew I needed to take 
action.” “What did you do?” 
I asked. “Well, there was a 
big, burly nurse shouting 
questions at me,” said Jerry. 

“She asked if I was allergic 
to anything. ‘Yes,’ I replied. 
The doctors and nurses 
stopped working as they 
waited for my reply. I took 
a deep breath and yelled, 
“Bullets!” 

Over their laughter, I told 
them, *I am choosing to live. 
Operate on meas if I am 
alive, not dead.” Jerry lived 
thanks to the skill of his doc- 
tors, but also because of his 
amazing attitude. 

I learned from him that 
every day we have the 
choice to live fully.

Simcoe, Lake Scugog, Pi- 
geon Lake and Rice Lake. 

Gray said that during the 
last 40-50 years, Ontario 
saw a huge increase in ur- 
ban population and as a re- 
sult the land effectively lost 
most of its remaining value 
as arecharge area. He called 
the Oak Ridges Moraine as 
the only remaining sizeable 
and effective recharge area 
in the province, considering 
the limitations. 

“As development contin- 
ues and gradually acceler- 
ates, the situation will con- 
tinue to extend outward in 
an easterly direction,” he 
predicted. “What happens 
with the Moraine in dealing 
with major subdivisions cur- 
rently now before the On- 
tario Municipal Association 
(OMA) will determine 
whether the development 
extends northward.” 

Gray said he isn’t sug- 
gesting a future shortage of 
water but “I’m referring to 
clean, drinkable water from 
source which doesn’t re- 
quire filtering or treatment in 
the same fashion.”

juice industry, the fruit 
processing industry an pro- 
vincial governments. 

Health Canada warns that 
fruit juices and ciders can 
become contaminated with 
harmful bacteria. Pasteur- 
ized juices and ciders un- 
dergo a heat treatment to 
destroy these bacteria, while 
unpasteurized juices and ci- 
ders do not. 

Unpasteurized jices and 
ciders have been connected 
to several recent outbreaks 
of gastrointestinal illness ins 
Canada and the United 
States. Most often, the iden- 
tified cause is a strain of bac- 
teria called Escherichia coli 
0157:H7, commonly known 
as E. coli. Symptoms can 
include sstomach cramps, 
vomiting, fever, and bloody 
diarrhea. In a small percent- 
age of peole, the conditon 
can lead to severe kidney 
damamge and can be fatal in 
some cases. Young children,

Hunger In Hastings 


Understanding the Need for Food Banks 


by Aubrey Johnson 


During any given time, 
and especially more so dur- 
ing long, bitter cold winter 
months, local food banks 
provide emergency food to 
needy people. 

More alarming is the re- 
alization that the number of 
hungry people has increased 
over the past three years. 

As the months go by, de- 
mand remains at record lev- 
els. It has become clear that 
the Food Bank has reached 


“a new level of demand. 


Food Banks can be con- 
ceptualized as a smoke de- 
tector for social wellbeing. 
They provide warning for us 
of impending social break- 


down. Rising food bank de- 
mand is a signal of larger 
social and economic issues 
requiring resolution. 

This rise in food need has 
occurred within an overall at- 
mosphere of change in the 
province of Ontario. 

Since the early 1990s, 
Ontario’s economy, commu- 
nities and government have 
undergone sweeping re- 
forms. 

Ontario communities 
needed to evolve to new re- 
alities, becoming more com- 
petitive and efficient. 

Old ways were being left 
behind and the new shape of 
Ontario, still considered by 
some to be uncertain, was 
slowly evolving. In particu- 


lar, Ontario's approach to 
income security changed. 
The province's income 
support program of last re- 
sort, welfare, was renamed 
to Ontario Works and 
refocused to actively move 
recipients into employment 


and training. 
Benefits were cut to all- 
time lows for single 


employables. More stringent 
job search demands were 
made of clients. 

The welfare caseload 
dropped; however, the cost 
of living increased. 

Yet, even within the con- 
text of sweeping reforms 
and rising food bank de- 
mand, Ontario's food banks 
examined the reasons for the 
dramatic increase in food

Items for the Front 


During the war effort, 
blind students in schools 
across Canada pooled their 
efforts-for the soldiers who 
were overseas. Young ladies 
especially could be found 
knitting and sewing items to 

. be shipped overseas to the 
front. This was a good ex- 
ample of the kinds of con- 
tributions made by Canadian 
women during World War I. 
Almost everyone in Canada 
was involved with the war 
effort in some way. Women 
made things like pillows, 
sheets, flannel shirts, socks, 
cholera belts wristlets, 
balaclavas, and scarves. 
Many Canadian women tried 
to do more but were dis- 
couraged by their social sta- 
tus and by rules established 
by the Canadian govern- 
ment. y 

For example, women in 


Toronto tried to form the 
“Women’s Home Guard” (a 
group of women to be 
trained as soldiers to protect 
Canada's homefront and free 
up men in the official “Home 
Guard” for overseas duty) 
but it failed because of strong 
opposition within Canada. 
Canadian women did form 
the “Suffragists’ War Auxil- 
iary”, designed to provide 
women to do the jobs of men 
to free them up for overseas 
duty. Over 30,000 women 
worked in munitions facto- 
ries, more than 5,000 were 
employed in the civil serv- 
ice, thousands more worked 
in banks, offices, factories, 
and on farms, while over 
1000 women were employed 
by the Royal Air Force (e.z., 
motor transport work, me- 
chanical work, and as am- 
bulance drivers).

Propaganda 
Aimed at Women 


An Historical Perspective 


Propaganda posters were 
a common item directed to- 
wards the women of Canada 
during World War I. 

These posters sent a very 
strong message to women, 
urging them to give their 
husbands and sons permis- 
sion to join the war effort. 

For much of the war it 
was against the law in 
Canada for a married man to 
enlist without the written 
permission of their spouse. 

Many women did refuse 
to give their husbands per- 
mission to enlist. In response 


these types of posters tried 
to make Canadian women 
feel guilty for not offering 
their men to the war effort. 

This type of propaganda 
was common during World 
War I because of the almost 
instant respect and honor 
that a soldier and his family 
gained by going off to war. 

Women were often seen 
walking through the streets 
trying to encourage all able 
bodied men to enlist. 

Many Canadians still saw 
war as a glorious and heroic 
event.

POW!

During both world wars 
Canada operated camps for 
prisoners of war. In the First 
World War Canadian authori- 
ties rounded up, screened 
and imprisoned Canadian 
residents who did not pos- 
sess Canadian citizenship and 
who were judged to be in 
sympathy with “enemies of 
the British Empire. Twenty- 
four camps were operated 
across the country during the 
period 1914-1920 - yes 1920 
two years after the end of 
the war! 

When the Second World 
War broke out, Canada im- 
mediately imprisoned many 
persons in the same manner 
as during the First World 
War. Many internment 
camps, POW camps, and 
satellite work sites were 
opened across Canada. 
Twenty-six main camps op- 
erated primarily in Ontario, 
Quebec and Alberta. The 
two largest camps holding 
12,000 combatant POW 
each were located near 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, 
Alberta. 

In 1940 German combat- 
ant prisoners ‘invaded 
Canada’ at the request of 
Britain. Between 1940 and 
1944 over 40,000 German 
POW were kept on Canadian 
soil - behind Canadian barbed 
wire. Eventually all POW 
were repatriated to Britain 
then to war torn Germany 
or Austria. 

In the Medicine Hat camp 
#132, two POW were mur- 
dered by fellow prisoners. In 
1946, five POW were sen- 
tenced to death and hanged 
at Lethbridge Provincial Jail. 
The large camps were oper- 
ated under appalling condi- 
tidns by the Allies after the 
end of the war in Europe.

‘The Korean War 


Dismissed as the “forgotten war,” Korea was in actuality one of North America’s 
most significant conflicts. Although born of a misapprehension, the Korean War trig- 
gered the buildup of forces in the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO). 

One reason the importance of the Korean War is not better appreciated is that from the 
very start the conflict presented confusing and contradictory messages. The world in 
1950 rediscovered something that since Hiroshima they had forgotten: you may fly over 
a land forever; you may bomb it, atomize it, pulverize it, and wipe it clean of life--but if 
you desire to defend it, protect it, and keep it for civilization, you must do this on the 
ground the way the Roman legions did, by putting your young men into the mud.

Old faded photographs become the legacy of torment that is left in the minds of those 
who fought for their freedoms and the freedom of the world. Hidden away in musty attics 
and lying peacefully at the bottom of old trunks, these images are a reminder to us all 
that war should never again be part of our vocabulary. 


Nursing is the most prominent role that Canadian women played at the front 
in Europe. Over 2000 women enlisted as nursing sisters in the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force during WWI. The role of women at the front was very limited be- 
cause of army rules and social constraints. The women of Canada started an or- 
ganization called ,’””"The Canadian Women’s Hospital Ship Fund”’. They raised money 
by organizing concerts, tag days, teas, card parties, lectures, and bazaars. Women 
also raised money for the Red Cross, Belgian Relief, and Canadian Patriotic Fund. 
World War I did help suffragist groups break some of these social barriers. As a 
result, on September 20, 1917 the vote was given to women, whose husbands, 
sons, and brothers had served in the war. 


A Name Change 


In 1931, M.P. Allan Neil introduced a bill to hold Armistice Day on a fixed day - 
November 11. During the bill’s introduction, it was decided the word “Remembrance” 
would be used instead of “Armistice”. The bill passed and Remembrance Day was 
conducted on November 11, 1931.

his eye so he could see. 

Suddenly he heard laugh- 
ter. Derisive laughter. He 
looked and saw a German 
machine gun crew. They 
had a water-cooled machine 
gun.

They were looking at him 
and laughing. Rothschadl 
thought, “Go ahead, shoot 
me!” 

He would have welcomed 
it. But nothing happened. So 
he turned around and began 
crawling and pulling himself 
along in the other direction.

12 July,” Flowers said in the 
account he wrote from a 
hospital bed in 1946, “the in- 
fantryman told me he was 
going to die. He said that our 
infantry would never attack 
through our field and find 
us. 

I knew that if he contin- 
ued to feel that way he would 
surely die. | assured him that 
our men would find us, and 
soon. I used every argument 
I could think of to persuade 
him to want to live. 

For a while I was suc- 
cessful. Later he said that he 
was dying. I tried everything 
again. I begged him. I bul- 
lied him. I pleaded with him. 
But | failed. | was holding 
him in my arms, praying to 
God to not let him die, when 
he took his last breath. | was 
heartbroken to lose him and 
I, too, wondered if our men 
would ever find us. 

Again I asked Him our 
creator to send aid. No man 
can know the HELL of los- 
ing both feet and wondering 
if his men will find him in 
time to save his life until he 
experiences the things | did 
in that field. 

“About an hour after the 
infantryman had died, I heard 
small arms fire near my po- 
sition. I knew that it was our 
men making an attack. In a 
few minutes, our infantry 
came over the hedgerow 
chasing the German para- 
troopers. 


The first man | saw was 
Lieutenant Claude H. Lovett 
of the 357th Infantry. | 
called to him, and he came 
to me. He gave me a can- 
teen of water and left one 
man with me until a litter 


team came to evacuate Cor- 
poral Rothschadl and me. 

I knew then that we were 
safe again.” 

Dr. William M. 
McConahey, in his book 
“Battalion Surgeon,” re- 
marks that of the hundreds 
of cases he treated in Nor- 
mandy, three stood out in his 
mind. 

One of them “concemed 
a young tank officer, a sec- 
ond lieutenant. When his tank 
had been knocked out by an 
88 during.the fighting for Hill 
122, one of his feet had been 
virtually torn off. 

He had pulled himself out 
of his disabled tank, and a 
passing aid man had stopped 
the bleeding and bandaged 
the wound. Then an enemy 
counterattack threw back the 
Americans, so for two days 
the wounded man lay. out 
there in No Man's Land. 

During the seesaw fight- 
ing back and forth many 
shells fell near him, and one 
large piece of steel shattered 
his other foot. The young fel- 
low pulled off his belt and 
applied a late oe to the 
leg. 

“Later, when one of my 
litter squads found him and 
brought him in and I heard 
the story, | expected to see 
a moribund patient, but such 
was not the case. 

He was calm, cheerful 
and not in shock. In fact, he 
was in excellent general con- 
dition, although both feet 
hung in tatters and would 
have to be amputated.” 

“When I remarked to him 
that he was in surprisingly 
good condition, he smiled 
and said, “Well, Doc, I just 
had the will to live!””

outgoing councils, has been 
the attraction of dissent 
from time to time, yet as all 
council members know 
only too well, that dissent is 
always considered part of 
the cost of renaissance. 
When changes are made, 
especially big changes, there 
can be a lot of resistance. 
In stark contrast to the 
federal campaign trail, can- 
didates for municipal coun- 
cil don’t “mudsling”, and 
voters were attracted to the 
pragmatic approach all can- 
didates had taken. This is a 
small and satisfying proof 


that no candidate sacrificed 
their. integrity while cam- 
paigning. It will be, however, 
exciting for voters to see 
what happens over the next 
three years. Any candidate 
must be prepared to lead and 
to concede and the roster of 
old and new members on the 
various councils will un- 
doubtedly bring new mean- 
ing to municipal politics. 

Following are the results 
of the election for Centre 
Hastings. Reeve Tom Deline 
was acclaimed. Deputy-reeve 
went to Walton Reid with 782 
votes over candidates Mike 
Ryan (654) and Mary Pigden 
(410). Councillors elected 
were Larry Mitz (1260), 
Dave Schulz (1218) and 
Chricton Harrop (1195). 

In Madoc Township, 
Reeve Gerald Reid was ac- 
claimed as was deputy-reeve 
Robert Sager.

Team Effort 


Older adults are more 
likely to stick to an exercise 
program if they work out in 
a group, study findings sug- 
gest. 

According to the report, 
older people who exercised 
in a group for at least 4 
months were more likely to 
schedule exercise into their 
weekly routine and attend 
classes if the group was 
more cohesive. 

These individuals may be 
less inclined to quit when 
others in the group are com- 
mitted. Groups provide 
other benefits such as op- 
-portunities to learn, talk and 
form friendships, which pro- 
vide emotional rewards, the 
report indicates: 

“Research in group dy- 


namics has shown that the 
behavior of individual mem- 
bers is influenced by other 
group members, and the 
more cohesive the group, the 
greater the influence,”’ write 
Paul A. Estabrooks, with 
Kansas State University. in 
Manhattan, Kansas, and 
Albert V. Carron from the 
University of Wester On- 
tario in-London, Ontario in 
Canada. 

Results of their study, 
which was published earlier 
this year in the Journal of 
Aging and Physical Activity, 
are based on interviews with 
82 people whose average age 
was about 67 years. 

The authors note that only 
30% of adults in North 
America exercise regularly.

The White Ribbon Campaign 


What is the White Ribbon Campaign (WRC)? . 


The WRC is the largest 
effort in the world of men 
working to end men’s vio- 
lence against women. It re- 
- lies on volunteer support 


and financial contributions 


from individuals and 
ganizations. 

How did the WRC get 
Started? 

In 1991, ahandful of men 
in Canada decided we had a 
responsibility to urge men to 
speak out against violence 
against women. We decided 
that wearing a white ribbon 
would be a symbol of men’s 
opposition to men’s violence 
against women. 

After only six weeks 
preparation, as many as one 
hundred thousand men 
across Canada wore a white 
ribbon. Many others were 

_ drawn into discussion and 
debate on the issue of men’s 
violence. 

What does it mean to 
wear a white ribbon? Wear- 
ing a white ribbon is a per- 
sonal pledge never to com- 
mit, condone nor remain si- 
lent about violence against 


or- 


women. 

Each year, we urge men 
and boys to wear a ribbon 
for one or two weeks, Start- 
ing on November 25, the 
International Day for the 
Eradication of Violence 
Against Women. (In Canada 
we wear ribbons until De- 
cember 6, Canada’s National 
Day of Remembrance and 
Action on Violence Against 
Women.) 

We are an educational or- 
ganization to encourage re- 
flection and discussion that 
leads to personal and collec- 
tive action among men. 
Throughout the year, we 
encourage men to do educa- 
tional work in schools, 
workplaces and communi- 
tiesto support local wom- 
en’s groups, to raise money 
for the international educa- 
tional efforts of the WRC. 
We distribute Education and 
Action kits to schools and 
we maintain a website. We 


speak out on issues of pub-- 


lic policy. 
We urge men and boys to 
wear a ribbon, including one 


on their coat so the ribbon 
will be visible while they're 
outdoors. (In Nova-Scotia 
we encourage mei to sup- 
port the purple ribbon cam- 
paign.) We encourage men 
to talk in\/ schools, 
workplaces, and places of 
worship about the problem 
of violence. 

December 6, the anniver- 
sary of the Montreal massa- 
cre, is Canada’s National 
Day of Remembrance and 
Action onViolence Against 
Women. 

We encourage men to 
wear a white ribbon and to 
participate in commemora- 
tive events open to men. But 
the WRC does not organize 
events on December 6, nor 
do we make public state- 
ments unless requested by 
women’s groups. Why? Be- 
cause we think it should be 


a day for men to step back- 


and listen to the voices of 
women. 

Just as men’s violence 
against women is a year- 
round problem, our work 
requires a year-round

schools educational kits that 
can be used throughout the 
year.

Some groups organize Val- 
entine’s Day dances to 
spread a message about 
building healthy relation- 
ships.

Paul Isaacs, an electrical 
engineer who has lived for 
the past 23 years in Denbigh, 
is running for the Canadian 
Action Party, (CAP), in 
riastings-Frontenac-Lennox 
and Addington in the Nov.

Mr. Isaacs and his wife, 
Dianne, have operated a 
small business which de- 
signs and manufactures 
small, special purpose in- 
dustrial computers. 

Mr. Isaacs has served as 
deputy-reeve for the town- 
ship of Denbigh, Abinger 
and Ashby and as a Lennox: 
and Addington County 
councillor from 1994 to 
1997.

Another one I'd like to see 
the federal government in- 
vest in is a mini-paper mill 
that would produce high 
quality specialty purpose 
papers employing three to 
10 or five to 10 people. ” 

Mr. Isaacs said opera- 
tions of that size could be 
located in Bancroft or Den- 
bigh and “those types of 
things would supply infra- 
structure in the riding, 
which would be better spent 
money.” 

In southern part of the 
riding Mr. Isaacs feels the 
same thing could be done in 
the field of food processing. 
“I'd would like to see the 
federal government figure 
out a way to make a small- 


scaled, economical cheese 


plant, for example.” 

Mr. Isaacs concludes 
saying if the country is un- 
able to own its own com- 
mercial and industrial infra- 
structure then that really lim- 
its its ability to build its public 
infrastructure. 

Mr. Isaacs states the loss 
of control on these two 
points is the reason health 
and education are in trouble 
in Canada.

Federal candidate believes

Although he has no illu- 


sions about winning Ken , 


Switzer is representing the 
Christian Heritage Party in 
Hastings-Frontenac-Lennox 
& Addington in the Nov. 27 
federal élection. Officially he 
is running as a non-affiliated 
candidate as his party was 
suspended for not fielding 
the minimum of 50 candi- 
dates. 

Mr. Switzer says he is 
running. to give Christians 
the opportunity to vote for a 
Christian party. He said, “the 
moral situation in this coun- 
try has deteriorated consid- 
erably in the last 25-30 years. 
We need to restore that. I 
feel it is necessary to have 
that moral foundation. We 


have always had that as far 
back as you go in Canadian 
history.” 

Mr. Switzer added, “the 
other parties and our govern- 
ments in the past few years 
have done what they could 
to destroy that. Unlike the 
Alliance and the other ones 
(parties) they don’t seem to 
have the ability to restore 
that.” 

When it was suggested 
that Canadians won't sup- 
port a political party with a 
religious agenda Mr. Switzer 
said there are people in 
Canada who want a return 
to Christian values in gov- 
ernment.

INCIDENCE 
Depression is an exceed- 
ingly common disorder, af- 
fecting 15% to 25% of the 
population and representing 
a yearly economic burden of 
S44 billion. Overall, depres- 
sion is frequently undetec- 
ted: indeed. fewer than 25% 
of patients suffering from 
mental illness are actually

health specialist. Depression 
is twice as common in 
‘women as itis in men, with 
its peak incidence during the 
primary reproductive years 
(25 to 45). 

The link between repro- 
ductive status and depressive 
illness is further evidenced 
by the high frequency of 
depression during the pre- 
menstrual phase, the 
perimenopausal period, and 
the immediate postpartum 
period. 

As one of the major 
physical, psychological, and 
social stresses of a woman’s 
life, childbirth is gaining 
growing recognition as a 
major risk factor in the de- 
velopment of mental illness. 

Early descriptive studies 
have been bolstered by a se- 
ries of reports that document 
the temporal relationship be- 
tween psychiatric admis- 
sions and childbirth. Using 
data from more than 35,000 
deliveries with sequential 90- 
day, intervals over a 2-vear 
period preceding and fol- 
lowing the delivery, Kendell 
and colleagues clearly dem- 
onstrate a sevenfold increase 
in the risk of psychiatric 
hospitalization in the first 3 
months after delivery. 

In this study, the risk of 
psychosis was 22 times 
higher than the prepregnancy 
rate, and the calculated rela- 
tive risk (RR) of childbirth 
for the development of psy- 
chosis was 16. However, 
87% of the admissions were 
for affective disorders, with 
the majority of diagnoses 
being major depression. 

This significant incidence 
of depression--and the re- 
markable peak in the number 
of new cases diagnosed 
shortly after delivery--makes 
it clear that the puerperal 
period is unique in the devel- 
opment of mental illness. 

It is estimated that of the 
approximately 4 million births 
occurring annually in this 
country, 40% are compli- 
cated by some form of a 
postpartum mood disorder. 

PRESENTATION 

Although the current lit- 
erature divides the spectrum 
of postpartum mood disor- 
ders into three distinct cat- 
egories, these classifications 

frequently blend at the mar- 
gins. At the mildest end of 
the spectrum is the “mater- 
nity blues” or “baby blues.”

Because this condition arises 
after 40% to 85% of deliv- 
eries, practitioners and pa- 
tients often view it as a “nor- 
mal” phenomenon. Nonethe- 


ess, patients and their fami- 


lies are distressed by the pa- 
tients’ depressed mood, ir- 
ritability, anxiety, confusion, 
crying spells, mood lability, 
and disturbances in sleep and 
appetite. These symptoms 
peak between postpartum 
days 3 and 5, and typically 
resolve spontaneously 
within 24 to 72 hours. The 
primary treatment is sup- 
portive care and reassurance 
about the transient nature of 
the condition. 

At the other end of the 
spectrum is the truly devas- 
tating puerperal psychosis. A 
comparatively rare disease, 
it complicates only 0.1% to 
0.2% of deliveries--but this 
is 12 to 14.5 times the pre- 
natal incidence of psychosis. 
Symptoms generally present 
within the first 4 weeks post- 
partum, when the risk of 
hospitalization is 22 times 
greater, but can manifest up 
to 90 days after delivery. 

A second, smaller, peak in 
incidence is evident at 18 to 
24 months. 

Patients suffering from 
puerperal psychosis are se- 
verely impaired, suffering 
from hallucinations and de- 
lusions that frequently focus 
on the infant dying or being 
divine or demonic. 

These hallucinations often 
command the patient to hurt 
herself or others, placing 
these mothers at the highest 
risk for committing infanti- 
cide and/or suicide. Most of 
these patients suffer from 
affective disorders (primarily 
bipolar illness), but schizo- 
phrenia and even organic 
brain syndromes are also di- 
agnosed. 

Between these two ex- 
tremes is postpartum de- 
pression, which is increas- 
ingly recognized as a unique 
and serious complication of 
childbirth. Its insidious on- 
set and chronic course com- 
plicates 10% to 15% of all 
deliveries and a staggering 
26% to 32% of all adoles- 
cent deliveries. The majority 
of patients suffer from this 
illness for more than 6 
months and, if untreated, 
25% of patients are still de- 
pressed a year later. Postpar- 
tum onset is the index de- 
pression episode in more 
than 50% of cases, again 
underscoring the unique trig- 
gering effect of childbirth. 
More than 60% of patients

mary care physician with the 
perfect opportunity for diag 
nosis. =;

suicidal tendencies, the con 
sequences of this disease t 
both mother and child ar 
significant. Furthermore 
depressed mothers have a 
increased risk of relapsin 
and/or continued psychiatri 
illness. Both, Kumar an 
Robson and Philips an 
O'Hara found that during 
4-year follow-up period, af 
proximately 80% of patien 
sought help again for ps} 
chiatric complaints. 

In addition, depress¢ 
mothers often show a mo 
negative attitude toward the 
children, and a debilitat 
new mother puts significa 
emotional and perhaps ec 
nomic burdens on family t 
lationships. 

The patients themselv 
are often the most sensiti 
to these consequences. 

A recent study repo! 
that 32% of women w! 
suffered an episode of po 
partum depression drama 
cally changed their futu 
childbearing plans, re-so 
ing to adoption, abortion, 
in some cases even sterill: 
tion. 

The children of the 
women also suffer becat 
of this illness.

Reasons for the fail- 
ure to use condoms range 
from embarrassment at buy- 
ing them to a belief that they 
reduce sensitivity and pleas- 
ure. Many men believe con- 
doms are unnecessary when 
their partner uses another 
form of contraception, such 
as the pill. Some men use 
condoms sporadically. 

The safer sex campaigns 
that were so prominent in 
the late 1980s may have 
started to lose their effec- 
tiveness as people become 
used to them. But their mes- 
sage remains an important 
public health issue. 

The National AIDS 
Awareness Campaign for 


2000/2001 has this message: 
“Studies have shown that 
sexual health education can 
be effective in delaying first 
intercourse, increased use of 
condoms for first inter- 
course and increased report- 
ing of condom use for the 
most recent intercourse. 
Canadian research has also 


confirmed that the majority © 


of parents support sexual 
health education in schools. 
Despite these findings, a 
Health Canada report indi- 
cates that the average 
number of hours spent on 
sexual health education is 
very low and that not all 
schools require that HIV pre- 
vention education be pro- 
vided at any grade level. Par- 
ents and citizens need to 
raise concerns about the 
quality and quantity of sexual 
health education available in 
schools.”

According to the report, 
older people who exercised 
in a group for at least 4 
months were more likely to 
schedule exercise into their 
weekly routine and attend 
classes if the group was 
more cohesive. 

These individuals may be 
less inclined to quit when 
others in the group are com- 
mitted. Groups provide 
other benefits such as op- 
portunities to learn, talk and 
form friendships, which pro- 
vide emotional rewards, the 

report indicates. 

“Research in group dy- 
namics has shown that the 
behavior of individual mem- 
bers is influenced by other 
group members, and the 
more cohesive the group, the 
greater the influence,” write 
Paul A. Estabrooks, with 
Kansas State University in 
Manhattan, Kansas, and 
Albert V. Carron: from the 
University of Western On- 
tario in London, Ontario in 
Canada.

82 people whose average age 
was about 67 years. 

The authors note that only 
30% of adults in North 
America exercise regularly, 
and the percentage tends to 
decline with age. About 50% 
of those who begin an exer- 
cise program quit after 6 
months. 

Exercise could help the 
aging US population to re- 
main healthy and able to hve 
independently, the research- 
ers suggest. 

“As the percentage of 
older adults in the population 
rises, using exercise...for 
increasing independence and 
functional ability appears to 
represent a low-cost, 
noninvasive alternative to in- 
stitutionalization or chronic 
care,” Estabrooks and Car- 
ron conclude.
